LOW Usual Recovery Time
1 to 3 Days After the Weather Ends
Extreme: High: Moderate:
- Historic Weather — Once Every 20+ years - Rare Weather — 1 to 3 Times a Year - Common Weather Hazard/Event
- Extremely Threatening to Life/Property - Often Life Threatening - Rarely directly life threatening
- Total disruption of daily life - Widespread disruption of daily life - Some disruption of daily life
- Recovery Time: days or weeks - Recovery Time: 1 to 3 days or more - Recovery Time: Near/Before weather ends

* Potential for flooding of small streams and creeks could evolve to flooding
in the larger rivers

* Potential for Minor Flooding of small streams/creeks begins Wed.
* Larger rivers could see significant rises later this week into early next week.

* All of Southern Lower Michigan
* Kalamazoo, Grand, and the Muskegon River Basins hardest hit

* Flood response highly dependent on forecasted rainfall

* High confidence in minor flooding of small creeks and streams
* High confidence in minor flooding of larger rivers

* Low confidence in moderate or major flooding of large rivers
